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OUR LIBERTIES AT STAKE 
In one of his books, the late cx-Prcsidcnt Wilson 
said: "I do not want to live under a philanthropy. I 
do not want to be taken care of by the government 
... I want only to have right and justice prevail so 
far as I am concerned. Give me right and justice and 
I will undertake to take care of myself. I will not 
live under trustees if I can help it. I do not care how 
wise, how patriotic, the trustees may be. I have never 
heard of any group of men in whose hands I am willing 
to trust the liberties of the American people." 

Woodrow Wilson, before he became President, was 
a distinguished educator and historian, and in that 
statement he ably reflects the true American spirit — 
the spirit that won our independence, wrote our Con- 
stitution, and gave us democratic government. That 
spirit is the direct antithesis of paternalism. Its base 
is the solid rock of individual self-reliance. Its image 
is the typical American who, like the War President, 
wants no one to determine his destinies, and wants only, 
under fair conditions, to carve out his own future. 

If we, as a people, lose that spirit, the word Democ- 
racy will ring hollowly indeed. The nation abounds 
.with those who would have us accept paternalism, fas- 
cism, communism — one form or another of dictator- 
ship. They would have us surrender our liberties to 
a group of public trustees. And by doing that we 
would, in the fine words of the old saying, be trading 

our inheritance for a mess of pottage. 

* * * 

HOW MUCH ARE YOUR TAXES? 

If you have an annual ncome of $2,080 or less, how 
much of it goes for taxes? 

There's a good chance that you will say, "none," 
inasmuch as your income is below the level reached by 
the income tax, and you may have little or no property 
on which taxes must be paid. 

But, according to an article by Royal P. Mungcr in 
the Chicago Daily News, your taxes come to some 
$480 a year. One hundred and twenty dollars of this 
represents taxes included in your rent — the landlord 
pays them and passes the cost on to you. Ninety-six 
dollars is included in the price of your family's food — 
the farmer, the processor, the distributor and retailer 



pay them, and they become part of the cost of every- 
thing in the grocery store. Twenty-four dollars is in- 
cluded in the clothing, furniture and similar items you 
and your dependents purchase — here again, manufac- 
turers, middlemen and retailers. arc all heavily taxed and 
must pass their taxes on to the public. 

This totals $240. Finally, says Mr. Munger, other 
indirect tax burdens that affect the cost of living are 
estimated to take $240 more out of your family's 
$2,080 annual income. On a percentage basis, as a re- 
sult, you pay almost twenty percent of all you earn to 
government. 

Too many people have accepted the fanciful theory 
that the rich pay all the taxes while the rest of lis get 
the benefits for nothing. 

No one escapes taxes — no one ever will. And the 
average man, with a small or medium-sized income, 
would gain most from retrenchment in tax level, re- 
gardless of the guise under which they may be labeled. 

* * * 

Just about everybody who is able to read knows 
something of the drastic changes in NRA set-up and 
policy that have been taking place for some months. 
Price-fixing has been dropped in many codes; business 
is being given more power over its own affairs; the era 
of iron-handed industrial dictatorship is apparently 
coming to an end. 

Not so well known arc changes that have taken 
place, or that will take place, in the second most im- 
portant of the Administration's bureaus — the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration, generally spoken of 
as the AAA. 

Main activity of the AAA was its commodity and 
livestock reduction program. It caused the whole- 
sale killing of pigs and the ploughing under of thous- 
ants of acres of cotton, in an attempt to cure overpro- 
duction. Its opponents were bitter in criticism of this 
and its defenders equally impassioned on the other side. 
But whether these measures were sound or ill-advised, 
the future course of the bureau will take a very differ- 
ent lines. 

Henry Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture, has said 
that the AAA has done about as much for the farmer 
as it can, and that further improvement in his posi- 
tion will depend principally upon improved conditions 
in the urban consuming regions. Dr. Tugwcll and 
Chester Davis, AAA Administrator, have recently 
said the same thing. The AAA, apparently, -is through 
with pig killing and cotton ploughing under.

LOYALTY has always been highly 
regarded aa a virtue, whether 
it has been applied to family 
life, social organization, or religion. 
Ono of the most familiar exhortations 
to loyalty la given In the fifth com- 
mandment: "Honour thy father and 
thy mother." John the Baptist en- 
tertained and practiced a fine sense 
of spiritual loyalty when he said of 
Christ Jesus, "He that cometh after 
me Is mightier than 1, whose shoes 
I am not worthy to bear." 

Men and women In various stages 
of growth and progress have pledged 
their loyalty to their country and 
their Hag. to righteous causes, and 
to manifold systems of medicine and 
religion. All this has been splendid 
and Inspiring. But there Is rightly 
only one true allegiance — that which 
we owe to God, divine Principle; and 
eventually everyone will acknowl- 
edge this loyalty to Him, and obey 
without equivocation the First and 
most Important of the Command- 
ments. 

In the beloved literature of the 
Bible there Is a clear moral in the 
fine story told of Ruth. A grand il- 
lustration of loyalty Is the book of 
Ruth. Who that has been lonely, has 
met with reverses, or has experienced 
trouble In one way or another, such 
as error always Is attempting to make 
us accept as real, has not longed and 
prayed for steadfast loyalty and af- 
fection such as was expressed in 
Ruth's words to Naomi, "Whither 
thou goest, I will go; and where thou 
lodgest, I will lodge: thy people shall 
be my people, and thy God my God." 

From a casual reading of the book 
of Ruth one might suppose that 
Ruth's loyalty was that of one near 
relative to another. The earnest stu- 
dent, however, studying the book 
profoundly to glean its spiritual 
meaning and take to heart its moral, 
will discern Ruth's unmistakable loy- 
alty to God, divine Principle. She ap- 
pears to have had to a remarkable 
degreo a sense of trustfulness, con- 
fidence In God, which in turn made 
her trustworthy. This trustworthi- 
ness unfolded in rare fruitage. She 



was guided and protected every step 
of her way. She was protected from 
sin and from sinful gossip. Her loy- 
alty to God prompted her loyalty flrat 
to her husband; then to Naomi, her 
mother-in-law; and afterwards to 
Boaz, tho next of kin who, accord- 
ing to the Israelltlsh custom, marrlod 
her. Clearly her loyalty to good 
brought to her solace, comforting 
companionship, supply, contentment, 
and happiness. 

Mary Baker Eddy presents a clari- 
fied definition of loyalty when she 
writes (Retrospection and Introspec- 
tion, p. 50), "By loyalty In students 
I mean this, — allegiance to God, su- 
bordination of the human to the di- 
vine, steadfast juatlce, and strict 
adherence to divine Truth and Love." 

Mortals may be far from having 
demonstrated porfect obedience to 
the flrat two Commandments, but it 
must be admitted that through the 
earne8t and conscientious endeavor 
to obey them, so far as he sees the 
light, the individual will demonstrate 
ever increasing loyalty to divine 
Principle. The reasoning la logical 
that loyalty to God means loyalty to 
His kingdom and to His ideas — the 
sons and daughters of God. Loyalty 
to Principle precludes disloyalty to 
honesty, goodness, purity, mercy, 
justice, and the like. 

Subordination of the human to 
the divine at times may seem diffi- 
cult, for the reason that It is predi- 
cated upon the willingness of the In- 
dividual to surrender dependence 
upon persons, upon selfish desire, 
human ambition, man-made plans. 
Mortals are often reluctant to part 
with the material things which, aa 
they believe and have been taught 
for centuries, are essential to happl- 
neaa. Beautifully Mrs. Eddy puts it, 
In "Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures" (p. 516), "When we 
subordinate the false testimony, of 
the corporeal sen8es to the facts of 
Science, we shall see this true like- 
ness and reflection everywhere." i

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WITH froah fruita of many kinds 
now in season, America's favor- 
lto dessert — tho pie — is coming into 
Its own. And Evelyn Venable, pop- 
ular screen star, knows how to 
build a plo and a plo crust that 
will make a man forget his dato 
for a poker game. 

In Hollywood a sudden wavo of 
domesticity has swopt many stars 
and lessor luminaries Into tho 
kitchen; and Miss Vonablo says 
that plo making Is ono of tho first 
culinary arts they try to master. 

"Men llko plo," sho says, "bo 
cause it sticks to their ribs. The 
sweet fillings, of course, provide 
quick enorgy, especially valuable to 
those who work at such break-neck 
speed that every ounce of strength 
must bo conserved. 

In making pastry nevor trust to 
luck. Measure a!) Ingredients ac- 
curately, and endeavor to work 
with them cold — oven Ico cold If 
possible. It Is a good plan to put 
oven tho sifted flour In an Ice box 
an hour beforo working with It. 
Here are the directions for a delec- 
table plo crust: 

Never Fall Pie Crust 

2 cups sifted bread flour 

1 cup tilted paatrjr flour 

1 teaspoon mil 

I teaspoon baking powder 

'.4 cup butter (V« lb.) . 

Mi cup lard (V« lb.) 

8 to 7 teaspoons ice water 

Mix both kinds of flour together: 
add tho Bait and baking powder and 
sift all together Into your mixing 
bowl. 

Add your shortening and blend 
with pastry blender, or with two 
knives, until the mixture lodTcsIiko 
coarse meal. Never, never yield to 
tho temptation to knead tho dough, 
for you will havo a tough pie crust 
just as certain as fato If you do. 
Have water handy and begin to add 
It with caution— again take warning 
— do not use ono more spoonful 
than tho reclpo calls for. When 
the water la all in, and you may 
really only roqulro the six spoon- 
fuls of water, then gather tho paste 
up in floured hands and press to- 
gether. 

Have your board slightly cov- 
ered with a film of flour and begin 
to roll your crust. First press flat 
with tho floured rolling pin. Roll 
from center with a light, springy 
touch, using only aa much dough 
as you will roqulro for tho flrat 
crust. 

Havo an ungroased pan ready. 
When tho pastry la evenly rolled 
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A aweet fruit pie for energy Is 
Mlsa Venable'a advice. 
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and aa thin aa cardboard, fold over 
in tho middle and slip onto the plo 
pan. 

If lop cruet la to bo uacd, proceed 
in tho same manner, only you must 
cut a few gashes In tho top crust 
when It la folded over. This la to 
lot out tho ateam. If the filling Is 
very Juicy, pat aomo Ico water on 
tho brim of tho under crust; this 
will acal tho pio and prevent tho 
Juice running out. 

And hero is Miss Venable'a Idea 
of how an apple pio should bo 
made: 

Select tart apples. . In caao they 
aro a little too hard, cook In Just 
enough water to ateam until they 
aro slightly aoft. 

4 large apples sliced thin 

'•« cup granulated sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 tablejpoon butter 

Lino one 9-Inch pie dish with 
pastry rolled to %-Inch thickness: 
moisten edges with cold water; fill 
with apples; sprinkle with augar 
and cinnamon and dot with the 
butter. Cover with top crust 
Brush with milk or beaten egg. 
Bake in hot ovon (450 degrees P.) 
16 minutes, then decreaso heat to 
moderate (350 degrees) and bake 
30 minutes longer.

Each of the ten fingerprints re- 
ceived from a law enforcement agency 
la analyzed separately and made Into 
a composite diagram, punched Into a 
card. 

When n sample fingerprint Is re- 
ceived for Identification, the mftchtno 
Is "set" according to the type of the 
sample and the cards fed In. Miracu- 
lously, It flips out only a dozen or so 
of the cards most likely to correspond 
with the sample. 

To establish an Identification, It Is 
necessary only to examine the finger- 
print record represented by the select- 
ed punch cards

Water Needs Recognized by 
Administration. 

Washington.— In tho flood of ln 
qulrles received by the Federal Hous 
ing administration from fanners and 
others who live In rural communities, 
those facts stand out clearly: Water 
In one of the most pressing farm prob 
terns today In large areas of tho Unit- 
ed States. 

How to get money to dig new wells 
or deepen old ones leads nil the ques 
tlons asked of the FHA by farmers. 

Another question being asked bj 
thousands of Inquirers is how to gel 
money to build dams for ponds and 
small lakes. 

Tho answer to both questions Is foi 
the farmer, or anyone else' living In 
a rural community, to apply for the 
necessary loan at the locnl bank or 
other lending Institution. Moderniza- 
tion loans for the purpose of deepen- 
ing old wells or digging new ones are 
authorized by the FHA, as well as 
ponds needed to conserve the water 
supply. 

Construction Permitted. 
Other -new construction permissible 
for modernization loans and of special 
vulue In rural districts Includes fences, 
gntes, garages, poultry houses, smoke 
houses and any similar construction— 
always provided the proposed Improve 
ments meet with the approval of the 
bnnk or other lending Institution to 
which the application for the loan Is 
mode. Also, the amount applied for 
must not exceed $2,000, although the 
project may cost as much more as the 
farmer Is able to pay for without bor- 
rowing. 

Included also ln the modernization 
program are ordinary Improvements to 
the farm dwelling, barn or other large 
?urm buildings, such as lightning and 
fire protection, Insulation, reconstruc- 
tion of faulty chimneys, strengthening 
of foundations, additions of new rooms 
and porches, Installation of plumbing, 
heating systems, wiring and slmllai 
operations. 

Accessories Needed. 
For many farmers who need wells, 
other things also ore wanted. They 
state In their Inquiries to the FHA 
that they need windmills, pumps, 
tanks, cisterns, piping, troughs and 
other things ln order to get the great- 
est use from the wells they hope to 
dig with their modernization loans. 

All these Improvements are eligible 
under the regulations governing mod- 
ernization loans, according to FHA of- 
ficials. When the regulations were 
first published, It was the general Im- 
pression that these loans were barred 
for new construction of any kind, as 
the national housing act statea that 
the -loans must be restricted to "re- 
pairs, .alterations and improvements 
upon real property.** 

Official Interpretation of this part of 
the act, however, Includes these classes 
of new construction under the head of 
-Improvements," which they undoubt 
edly are. Wells and small ponds were 
specifically mentioned because of. the 
volume of Inquiries on this point and 
because of the great need for new 
sources of water supply by farmers In 
large areas of the Middle West and 
Southwest

Ohio Physician Still in 

i Active Practice at 99 

Bethol Ohio.— Dr. W. E. Thompson, 
believed the oldest practicing physi- 
cian In the United States, passed his 
ninety-ninth birthday quietly, but kept 
himself ln readiness -to answer any 
call.

It 
operates on only one transmitting wire 
instead of two as did the old tickers.

Is Your Child Comfortable? 

Seating 1 at school is important 
becauso of Its relation to comfort, 
and comfort in turn is related to 
one's working efficiency and appli- 
cation. 

Somehow, this 

simple relationship 

is overlooked too 

often* But let the 

adult at homo plan 

to enjoy an hour of 

reading, and ho takes 

Brest pains to insure 

comfort. Ho doesn't partake of his 

novel or newspaper with a ridge 

here and a projection there pressing 

against bones, blood vessels, nerves 

and muscles. The little discomforts 

of the straight back wooden chair 

soon make themselves felt. They 

make concentration difficult, and 

they give us the "fidgets." 

So let's be a little thoughtful of 
the child at Bchool, and let's remem- 
ber that discomfort and good work, 
rather, one's best work, don't go 
together. The feet shouldn't dangle 
off the floor, since that means that 
the front edge of the chair is press- 
ing hard against tho back of the 
thigh. Nor should the seat be so 
low that the knees aro hunched up 
in front. Instead, the feet should 
rest flat on the floor and the thighs 
should rest evenly on tho seat. The 
desk should be neither too close nor 
.too far to the pupil. In both in- 
stances, unnatural, uncomfortable 
postures result. 

The near edge of the desk should 
overlap the front edge of the seat 
about an inch or two. The height 
of the desk should permit the fore- 
arms to rest on the desk without 
cither a hunching or a slouching of 
( the shoulders. The child should ap- 
pear to be comfortable, assuming a 
'alight forward incline.

Light Walls Look Best with 

Dark Roof; Numerous 

Combinations 
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Who can roatat tho charm of a yel- 
low BhlnRlc cottugo with a roof of 
weathered gray? Or tho dignity of a 
gleaming white colonial house set 
off by n deep green roof? 
. The color and tono of tho roof can 
make a houso appear striking or com- 
monplace, no matter what tho color 
of the wall may be. It la a simple 
matter to make any woll-proportloned 
houso the most attractive ono in a 
community by choosing a roof tone 
that harmonizes woll with adjacent 
hues and effects, whether thoy ap- 
pear In tho side walls, landscapo or 
surrounding buildings. 

Light walls, gonorally speaking, are 
at their best with a dark roof. Dark 
walls aro always moro attractive en- 
livened by a bright, warm roof. That 
Is why tho glistening white walls of 
a colonial houso aro beautiful when 
emphasized by a dark green roof, 
gray walls when. brightened by a red 
roof, or yellow walls when subdued 
by a gray or blue'black roof. Urlck 
walls require a light, warm colored 
roof In any shade that harmonizes 
with tho color of tho brick. Wood 
ahlnglo siding calls for a roof of 
weathered natural finish. 

Except where architectural tradition 
Ilriflvi tho selection of color and finish 
or where the tones of neighboring 
buildings mav clash, the unique ef- 
fects which can be had by following 
tho rulo "light walls, dark roof— 
dark walls, bright roof," aro almost 
numberless.

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A pumpkin pie Is a mighty handy 
thing to have around during the holi- 
days, oven if you aren't a movie 
comedian. People do other things 
with pumpkin pies besides plastering 
them all over other people's faces, 
you know. So hero's a good way to 
make a simple 

Country Pumpkin Pie 
Smooth one-half cup cottage cheejo 
or pass it through a sieve, then mix 
with ono and a third cups canned 
pumpkin. (Mix two-thirds cup sugar 
with two- thirds teaspoon cinnamon } 
and add with two beaten eggs and 
ono and a third cups milk. ^Hcat in 
a double boiler and pour Into a P»e 
tin lined with pastry. Bake, fcavlng 
oven hot, 450 degrees, for flrat ten 
minutes, then reducing It to 325 de- 
grees for remaining time, aooui 
thirty minutes or until a knife in- 
serted comes out clean. This makes 
one pie. 

if you're feeling dressy, you can doll 
up a pumpkin pie so that Its country 
cousin wouldn't recognize It on the 
table. If you feel that way about it, 

try this 
Pumpkin Pie with Marthmallows. 
Add two-thirds cup sugar, one- 
fourth cup' dark molrfsses, one-hair 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon [Cin- 
namon and one teaspoon ginger -to 
two cups canned pumpkin (or -half 
the contents of a No. 3 can).

Stretching tho food budget so that 
It will cover the family's meat needs 
Is not so dimcult, in spite of rising 
prices, If llllnos homemakors buy 
tho cuts of beef that supply tho 
greatest food value for the least cost, 
says Sleetor Hull, meats spccallst at 
tho College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois. 

Porterhouse and alrioiA stoaks and 
rib roasts, owing to their limited pro- 
portions, aro always more expensive. 
There are, howovor, many cuts of 
beef at moro moderate prices. In 
most cases these aro just as nutri- 
tlous as tho moro aristocratic steaks 
and roasts. Furthermore, when prop- 
erly cooked, thoy are quite palatable. 
Many families prefer a rump to a 
rib roast,, not only because It sells 
for about throe-fourths as much as the 
rib cut, but because thoro is less 
waste, explains Bull. Rump from 
old, thin cattle, however, should bo 
potroastcd rather than roasted. For 
tho samo reasons, chuck ribs and 
chuck arms aro often bought by 
shrewd homemakors instead of the 
hotter-known rib cuts. Being less 
tender, chuck pieces should also be 
pot-roasted. 

Round steak, which is usually 
priced at two-thirds tho cost of por- 
tcrhouso and about four-fifths as 
much as sirloin, makes another 
economical buy. If the steak Is cut 
thin. It should be fried, but if a thick 
cut has been selected, it should be 
prepared as a swiss steak, thereby 
ovorcomlng Its less tender character- 
istic. 

Savings as groat as 50 per cent can 
sometimes be made In buying stew- 
ing moats. Neck, plato and brisket 
are quite satisfactory for this purpose 
and are economical as well as papa- 
atable. 

Hamburger or ground beef is al- 
ways a practical meat selection, 
especially high quality hamburger is 
desrlcd, the housewife can buy round 
Btoak and have it ground, but more 
meat of equal quality can be had for 
the same money by having the butch- 
or grind a piece of shoulder arm or 
chuck. Tho offal cuts such as liver, 
heart and tongue are likewise less 
expensive than other more popular 
pieces and at tho same time lend to 
the diet. 

An B-onomical feature of meat, 
points out Bull. Is the fact that It 
does not roqulre the addition of but- 
ter, cream or mushrooms to make it 
n-'a*able Meat. Is one of the most 
savory foods and supplies gravies and 
soups which add materially to the 
palatablllty of other less tasty foods.

We wit- 
ness ono of the marvels of science 
and take It so calmly. We discover 
that sunshine is essential to tho 
normal growth of children and to 
the health of adults. We find out 
why. Other investigations discover 
in tho fish liver oils those chomical 
elements called "vitamins," and it 
turns out that they are identical 
with tho elements manufactured in 
our bodies under the influence of the 
sun's rays. Thus, when the Bhort 
day comes and children arc deprived 
of sunshine because of attendance 
at school, we have at hand nature's 
own product and substitute. 

I shall never cease to regard these 
I discoveries . as being 1 among the 
greatest triumphs of man. We 
should rejoice in this knowledge 
and we should use it, that coming 
generations will be ever better fitted 
to carry on the world's work. To 
say that it is one of our obligations 
as parents and teachers Is not put- 
ting it too strongly. Sunshine Is 
essential and it is better than the 
substitute. Lacking it in quantity, 
we should rely upon the next best, 
one of fish liver oils. But, as al- 
ways, get your physician's advice. 

Don't pretcribe for your child 
without a phyeician's advice* Dr.
